Nich­ 
olas Trutanic, Mildred Beck- 
strand, John Cogan, Manley 
Nat land and Jack Drown. The 
petition was thereafter ap­ 
proved by the regional office of 
the Home Loan Bank Board in 
Los Angeles and San Francisco 
and thereafter by the staff 
in Washington, D.C.

A statement issued by the 
group read as follows: "We are 
highly enthusiastic of having 
been given permission to organ­ 
ize a saving and loan associa­ 
tion in Torrance.
